Is Hongkong thiv time which wishes a volca in 
the management of fts own seffeirs, and to be 
treated as other Brillsh possessions are, Whereas 
filty years ago the colony was’ founded on @ 
barren rock, the abode of a few fishermen and 
plrater, it isnow a clty and settlement with 
upwards of a quarter of amillion Snbabltants, 
and a trade estimated annually at about forty 
million sterling, yet Its form of government fs 
practically the same as ft was fifty years 
ago. and tt {s claimed that.the time has 
erme for a change, The whole Interests of 
the ‘coloniets are; it ia to be no represented 
to the House of Commons; inextricably 
and permanently hound wp in the pood adminis- 
tration nf the colony, in the efficlency of Its 
executtve, and the soundness of {ts finance, They 
are allowed to take orly a Ilmlted part in the 
ravermmert ofthe Colony, and are not permitted 
tohave any really effective voice In the manape- 
ment of fe affdre external or internal, Being 
purely a Crown Colony, it Is governed by # 
Governor, anpeinted by the Queen,.and hy 
an Fx-cutlve anda Leplalative Counell, ‘The 
former {s corrpesed who'ly of Officers: of 
the Crown, nominated and appointed by the 
Crown; the Tatter consists of seven, official 

omembers, eclected.and anpatnted by the Queen, 
and five on fiat members, ‘two of wham are 
nomin: ted hy, cert-in public bodies In the 
Colony, while t' e'other three are selected hy the 
Governar, aed all sre ann Inted by her Mejenty, 


"The Fxeentive Cou ell ts and deliberates In 


secret, The Lepis’ative Connell sits wlth open 
doors, and tts procedure sppears to admit of 
full and unfet'ered dfecusston, but it Ie alleged 
there {9 vietually no trae freedom of debate, 
Questions sre considered: and settled, and the 
policy to be adapted by the Government in 
connection therewl'h 1s decided in the Execuy 
tive. Courell, They are then brought before the 
Lecislatlve Connct!, where the Government—the 
officlat members-befng in a mejority-—can secure 
the passing of any measure, In face of any 
opposition on the part of the unofficial members, 
who are thus limited to objecting and protesting 
--and this mostly In vain, for members who have 
‘bat short experience {nthe colony and are not 
fn towch with It and {tt aspirations, determine 
what shall or shall not be done, Mr, Whitehead 
urges that the offictats appointed to Hongkong 
are there so shor, atime that {t is Impossible to 
get Initouch with ft, Their appointments {n that 
colony are merely stepping-atones to others, and 
could they do so and’ vote accordingly when 
any difference of optnton arose, they would run 
the risk of a conflict withthe Governor, The 
uncfficla! members, It 1s polnted out'on the other 
hand, are persons who have passed large portions 
of their Ives in the calony, and who altber have 
permanent personal interests in {t, or bold pro- 
minent positions of t which connect them 
most closely with its affalrs, and are, therefore, 
the more likely to have been requlred lo carefully 
study ite real needs, and to bave thoroughly 
acquatnted themeelves with the methods by 
which these are best,tobe met. And what they 
and the class from whom they are selected now 
wish Is that they may be elvene ter share 
with a control, Thelr request {is not at all 
extravagant, All that they ask is thatthey maybe 
placed upona similar footing to Malta, Cyprus, 
Mauritius, and British Honduras, For they hava 
unofficial seats In the Executive Connell, power 
ofelectlon, and other kindred privileges, and none 
of these coloniés bave commercial or industslal 
industries of the same magnitude or Importance 
asthoseof Hongkong.
